That no condemna- 
tion proceedings have ever been start- 
ed, to secure possession of 'the land In 
the usual way and that the company 
is w.rongfully and willfully trespassing 
upon the plaintiffs' land. 


The Utah 
Construction Company, 


which has the .contract for the con- 
struction of that section of. the Hazen 
cutoff/ is also made a party to the suit. 


The' railroad company claims that 


Higman has- no title to the land and 
thn.t. he does not own it. 


The Southern Pacific Company, it is 


understood, tried to buy the land, or 
a small 'parcel of'It, sufficient for its 
right of way, and Higman would not 
sell, for what the company considered 
a reasonable sum. The land is entire- 
ly arid a.nd Higman took it under the 
national irrigation law. • • 


'The railway company claims that the 


plaintiff has no title, to the land by 
reason of the fact that having taken
